Railway Administration Regards
Them Now More' Essential

Than Freighters.

In the lightf of experience with
transportation difficulties during- the
winter of 1917-18, chiefs of the
United States Railroad Administra¬
tion consider that additional locomo¬
tives are more necessary now than
additional freight cars.

Discussing the decision recently an¬
nounced to build 100,000 new cars for
American railroads during the pres¬
ent year, railroad administration of¬
ficials say the number was fixed only
after every locomotive that existing
facilities could turn out during the
next year had been ordered.

Not Caused by Car Shortage.
"It was not a shortage of cars that

brought about congestion in the
past." it is said at the railroad ad¬
ministration. "In fact, so many cars
got jammed up in terminals that they
nearly blocked transportation. The
shortage was in motive power. So in
considering the matter this year,
when the war industries board fixed
the amount of steel which it would
allot to railroad use. we assigned to
the engine shops every pound that
there was a reasonable chance of
getting into a new locomotive this
year.
"After that, an estimate of the

amount of steel available was made,
and as many cars as can come out of
it were ordered. That happened to be
100.000. They are of a composite steel
and wood design, adopted because it
will get more cars out o'f the steel
supply. Only the event itself will
show, but we consider that the con¬
struction ordered will be sufficient to
meet the strains, though all of our
calculations are based upon an in¬
creased traffic burden for railroads
next year."

Plans for Army Abroad.
WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN

ENGLAND. June 8..In order to leave
available all the space on ships pos¬
sible for transportation of men. such
war material as can be produced in
France will continue to be supplied
there, but the greater part of the
gas shells that will be used by the
American Army, is being handled
through Rritish ports. The shipment
of a limited number of motor cars
also has been resumed.

SAYS LIQUORTRAFFIC
CURTAILS COAL OUTPUT

Coal Association Adds That Coun¬

try Cannot Have Both Booze and
Fuel This Winter.

Nation-wide prohibition should be
put into effect without delay if the
extra 100,000.000 tons of coaj a year
needed by this country in its war is to
be mined. Fuel Administrator Garfield
has been informed by the National
Coal Association, representing bitu¬
minous operators producing 400.000,000
tons of coal annually. Administrator
Garfield is understood to have sub¬
mitted the association's recommenda-
tion to President Wilson for his con¬

sideration.
The association states that in the

opinion of a special committee of its
members from virtually all coal-pro¬
ducing sections of the country which
has investigated the question, "the
country cannot have both booze and
sufficient coal this winter."

Time to Eliminate Traffic.
"The liquor traffic." said the state-

'ment, "is curtailing coal production,
and the time has come to eliminate
it if there is to be the substantial
increase in coal output the war pro¬
gram demands.
"The National Coal Association is

informed that the conclusion not only
is the judgment of the operators, but
is concurred in by Frank Farrington,
president of the United Mine Workers
of America for the state of Illinois,
Mr. Farrington is said to have gone
on record to this effect before Presi-
dent Wilson. Fuel Administrator Gar¬
field and senators and representatives
of Illinois in Congress."

GOING ON INSPECTION TRIP.

Members of House Naval Commit¬
tee to Visit U. S. Fleet Abroad.
Chairman Padgett and thirteen

other members of the House naval
affairs committee are to start soon on

a visit to the American fleet in Euro¬
pean waters. Secretary Daniels has
approved this Inspection trip. In ad¬
dition to Representative Padgett of
Tennessee, the other members will be
Representatives Riordan of New York,
Hensley of Missouri, Connelly of
Kansas, Oliver of Alabama, Tenable
of Mississippi, Littlepage of West Vir¬
ginia, Wilson, of Texas, Butler of
Pennsylvania, 'Browning of New Jer¬
sey, Farr of Pennsylvania. Mudd of
Maryland, Peters of Maine and Hicks
of New York.

CREEL TELLS OF WAR FILM.

Explains to House Why One Con¬
cern Has Exclusive Rights.

The terms on which the Hearst-
Pathe service has been given the ex-
elusive rights to show films of the
expeditionary force abroad in the
motion picture houses of the United
States were reported to the House
yesterday by George Creel, chairman
of the committee on public informa¬
tion.
Responding to a House resolution

demanding this information, Mr.
Creel informed the House that $5,000
is paid the government for 2,000 feet
each week. That amount is divided
with the allied nations, the report
says. Including England, France anti-
Italy. There is no monopoly on the
use of the pictures, the report states,
and the contracts were awarded after
bids had been submitted.

LABOR POLICIES SET FORTH.

More General Employment of Older
Men and Wojnen Is Urged.

A more general employment of older
men to relieve the labor shortage
and employment of women in cleri¬
cal, accounting and cashier scrvice
are included among the recommenda¬
tions made by the War L#abor Poli¬
cies Board in setting forth The gov¬
ernment's attitude toward the em¬

ployment of women In war :ndus-
tries.
The policy as outlined 1s against

the employment of girls under twen¬
ty-one years of age as public mes¬
sengers, elevator operators, "bell boys"
in hotels or clubs or in street car,
elevated and subway transportation
service. The recruiting of mothers
of young children for employment in
war industries is discouraged.

The two new dreadnaughts to be
constructed by the Japanese navy
this year have been named the Kaza
and the Tosa. They will form the
nucleus of the eight battleship and
six cruiser unit squadron.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON.

READING GOD'S WORD.
Acta. 8.26-39; Psalms. 19.7-11.
Golden text: Ye shall know

the truth, and the truth shall
make* you free..John, 8.32.

Green In his "History of the Eng¬

lish People" has traced the Influence
of the reading of the Bible upon the
religious, intellectual, literary, social
and political life of England and dem¬
onstrated that the ideals and prin¬
ciples which dominate our national
life and for the preservation of which
we have been drawn into the war are

due to the reading of God's word.
Western civilization owes an unpay¬
able debt to the Jews for their con¬

tribution to- the world of the Bible,
which was written by about forty dif-
ferent Jewish writers during a period
of sixteen centuries. The dynamic
power of the Holy Bible, which is
really a library of sixty-six volumes,
is due to the unique fact that "all
Scripture is given by the inspiration
of God and is profitable for doctrine,
for reproof, for correction, for in-
struction in righteousness, in order
that the man of God may be perfect,
thoroughly furnished unto all good
works." No other sacred book known
to men has the power to impart unto
men life from above like the life-
transforming word of God.
The Bible is not to be studied like

one would study astronomy, arche¬
ology, geology or geography, for it is
not a book of science although it con¬
tains scientific statements which have
been confirmed by the research of
scientists. The Old and New Testa-
ments grew out of religion and thi? re-
ligious needs of men. In this dark
hour of the world's Gethesmaiie when
the soul of humanity cries out in all
the languages spoken by man for help
the Bible is the only book that can
men wise unto salvation.
The word of truth is the instrument

of man's regeneration. It makes us free
and through it the Christian life is
developed. It given to the believer
the secret of successful warfare as a
soldier of the Lord's army. It points
out coming events and furnishes by
its eternal principles a guide by
which every Christian can solve the
problems of life.

If the Bible could be read and
judged entirely by the standards that
apply to Homer. Sophocles. Dante,
Milton and Shakespeare, it would still
remain the crown of all literature,
mueh of which has been inspired by
the study of the sacred scriptures.
De Quincey has divided all knowledgeInto the literature of knowledge and
the literature of power. The Bible.
which is .unsurpassed as literatirre in
every form and without the knowl-
edge of which modern literature can-
not be understood, is pre-eminently
the literature of power. The Bible,
after the Jewish people who gave it
to men were disintegrated and scat-
tered.even as that ^rery book had
distinctly foretold.and become the
most persecuted people of all history.
entered into the place of supremacy
in every nation which has attained
to any degree of civilization. It has
held that place through the centuries
of Christian history without a rival,
although every human institution has
been overturned, not once only, hut
again and again. * If this marvelous!
book of life is to he understood, it
must not only be considered as any
literature would be studied, but the
student of the sacred scriptures ought
to approach the reading of the Bible
in an attitude of prayer, seeking the
guidance of the Holy Spirit* to under¬
stand its meaning and personal mis-
sage.
The Ethiopian's conversion, which

is assigned for this week's study, was
due to the devotional spirit with
which he was reading the roll of!
parchment upon which was recorded!
the prophecy of Isaiah concerning
the Messiah. . The Holy Spirit sum¬
moned Philip from the great city-
wide evangelistic campaign that was
stirring Samaria to help the chan-
cellor of the exchequer of Ethiopia!
understand the word of God. Philip
responded to call of service and j
found the distinguished government
official reading aloud in accordance
with the oriental custom of worship
the words of the propthets, so he glued
himself to the chariot for some per-
sOnal evangelistic work, which calls']for a thorough knowledge of God's word,

Philip was a master in handling
the sword of the spirit, for he knew
just how to handle it. The treasurer
was reading evidently from the
Septuagint. or Greek version, of the;
Old Testament, that differs consider-
ably from the Hebrew in its transla-
tion of the two verses which he was
reading. The translation into Greek
had made its meaning obscure.
Phillip began at the Scripture, which
he had been reading, and made clear
unto the eunuch the sum and sub-
stance of the truth about Jesus, whose
life, labors, love and legacy form the
theme of the New Testament and ful-
fills the prophecies of the Old Testa-
ment.

Phillip's method of allowing the
Bible to speak for itself is the method
adopted by the most learned interpre-
ters in recent years, although its ap-
plication is not universal among all
scholars. It is this which has largely
caused the difference in faith among
men who agree that the Bible is the
Word of God. but who differ concern- j
ing its Interpretation, which Is man's
work, so that divisions are due to man.
not God. When all approach the truth
ll^e the inquiring Ethiopian eunuch
there will come through some spirit¬
ual teacher the unity in the spirit and
in service that should mark the fol¬
lowers of Christ. The treasurer, who
had never before heard of Jesus,
gained such a knowledge of Him as a
result of their conversation that
Phillip considered him fit to be bap¬
tized. The new disciple went on his
way rejoicing to establish a church
in his own country in a period of
Christian history when there was not
a single gospel or epistle written for
him to carry into Ethiopia to guide
hime. He had the Old Testament with
its testimony to Jesus that was suffi-
cient because of its character for him
to win men.
The power of the Bible is due to

its unique "character as the Word of
God. This makes it the greatest mis¬
sionary fot*ce that is used in the
advancement of the kingdom of God.
The psalmist, who recognized the
unity of God's work and word, used
six descriptive titles to describe the
word, mentions six characteristic
qualities of the Scriptures and six
divine effects that result fi*oni the
reading of God's word.
He emphasized its authority by

speaking of the Bible as law and its
revelation of God, man, sin, salvation,
Christ and Holy Spirit and coming
events as testimony. He recognized
in its precepts the rules that Jehovah
had given to guide human action to¬
ward God and man. He called it com:
mandments because of its imperative
orders that called for the perform-

ance of duty an4 the observance of
worship As a result of reading God's
Word there comes Into a man's life
a reverential spirit of worship, so
that the psalmist called the Bible fear
because of the spiritual life that char¬
acterizes men who obey the biblical
judgments or decisions concerning
one s religious duty. i

w^V.",aracterlst'c lualities of the
Holy Bible need no explanation. It is
still used to convert, restore, make
wise the simple, give gladness, en-
lighten, satisfy, warn and bring re¬
wards to all who read its sacred pages,
It is recognized by historians as the
source of salvation, the cradle of lib-
erty, the fountain of justice and the
undoing of the tyrant and oppressor.
I robably it was for this reason that
I resident ^ilson sent his message to
the men wno are fighting the battles
of freedom, democracy, justice and

The men were granted 40 cents an

hour as the minimum wage. Com¬
panies Involved Included the Frick
Company. Emerson-Brantlngham Com¬
pany, Landis Tool Company, Landis
Machine Company, Bostick-Lyons
Bronze Company, Shearer Machine
Company. Victor Tool Company and
the Cashman Tool Company.
